nv-iHt aristocratic fnrniHes ot Jb'rsncr, and 
bis real name aud titlu, by right, is Ilenri, 
C.mnt de Racheforc-Lucrfy, aou of the 
Marquis of tbe same name. 


Ilen-i was born iu July 13C2, the terri- 


ble } ear of tbe cholera, it was not in com- 
iii .-, parlance, wb»t. miijht be termed a 
".uppy birth," for the chilli's heud was sr. 
large that it>( quired the utmcrat (.kill of 
iV< intdi'-tru to bring him iuto existence, 
and even ihen, the life of his noller was 
barely saved. 


This peculiarity htill remiius-, aud im- 


parts an appe.-iranoo oi deformity when- 
ever be ia uncovered, in ftict, he in eaid to 
have the largest bead, and most massive 
furehead of any ruau iu France, both are 
high, square and bard-looking like the 
man himself.

Though several 'Strikes" occurred dur- 


ing the month, which servod to stimulate 
operationa in the various localities in which 
they occurred. The reported production 
of manyoJ these wolls wiia exaggerated by 
speculators and others, and we find at the 
close of tho month but a comparatively 
slight increase from these new wells, which 
in reality are so small that at auy other 
timo their production would bo of little »ig- 
uifioance to the trade, or thoao not immed- 
iately interested in their possession. 


The principal gainH for tho month oc- 


cunod upon the river distriists below 
.Franklin, including Sorubgrass, Footer 
and Parker's Landing, the total increase 
at theao three points aggregating about 
three hundred barrels. At Parker' the 
gain .amounted to about one hundred and 
twenty barrels daily. In the vicinity of 
Brady's Bend there was no change of im- 
portance, tho 
production having been 


steadily maintained but without manifest 
gain. In .the vicinity of Reno upon the Mel- 
ton farm, a woll was also completed which 
solved to swell the production in that local- 
ity slightly, and renew developments ou 
the surrounding territory. Ou Church 
Bun near Titnsville, there WHS a gain of 
about seventy barrels, occasioned by the 
completion of several prniH welld. Pithole 
also exhibits a slight .increase for the 
month. The McCruy farm, uoar Petrol- 
eum Centre, increased slightly during 
April, but the decline on other tracts ex- 
ceeded all gains in this direction by about 


H fty barrels. 


Tho principal decline for the month oc- 


curred at West Hickory, where it amount- 
•d to about four hundred barrels daily. 
Shamburg and vicinity fell off about 
seventy barrels, while Pleasontville and 
Upper Cheriytree Run also declined from 
thirty to sixty barrels respectively. At 
Ransevilli) and on adjoining territory the 
decline amounted to over two hundred 
>arrels per day, while several of the older 
tracts at Tidionto also exhibit a blight do- 
creaj-o.
